Upon review of the file, it appears that on March 17, 2003, the examiner has now charged 
the applicant the fee for filing a Notice of Appeal in accordance with the Remand of March 3, 
2003 (Paper No. 26). On May 22, 2003, applicant filed a Letter (Paper No.28), in response to the 
Remand, alleging prior payment for the Notice of Appeal fee.
